The total etllnse of the sun hy the 


moon occurred on schedule time in 
Kingston for exactly at 9:11 o'clock 
this morning the moon entirely cov- 
ered the face of the sun and for a 
period of one and nine-tenths min- 
utes the sun was entirely hidden from 
view, only the corona of the sun that 
surrounded the huge black disc, 
represented by the moon being vis- 
ible. 


The Degree of Darkness. 


At the city hall, where the eclipse 


i watched by a number of people 


it -was stated that the darkness wa 


, about equal to midnight on a usua 


moonlight night with the stars shlu 
ing. 


It was exactly at 8:01 o'clock tha 


the moon started to cover the face of 
the sun. The moon's shadow couk 
be seen through smoked glasses as It 
began to infringe at the'upper right 
hand corner of the sun, and as the 
moon's disc slowly hid the sun the 


• "evening shadows" began to dance 


acrOH the face of the earth. 


Appearance Changed. 


As the minutes passed the sun be- 


gan to resemble the moon in its last 
quarter. Gradually the moon began 
to cut out "slices" of the Bun until a 
few minutes prior to the total eclipse 
the sun resembled a huge golden 
crescent of slender proportions 
The 


sun, however, did not have the silvery 
appearance of the moon in its 
' quarter, but was more 


the halo of bright light that snoM 
on all sides of the disc. 


It was at this time that observers 


were also able to see the stars glit- 
tering in the heavens. 


Th« Eclipse Ends. 


It seemed but a minute before the 


disc of the moon began to be moved
